The Symbols which are so freely 
used to save space should first of 
all be carefully examined in con- 
nection with their embleinatic or 
otherwise appropriate significance. 
If this be studied they will be 
readily remembered. 


It should be borne in mind that 
they are used as substitutes not 
only for substantives, but also for 
adjectives. Thus, for example, 
while € stands for drama“ or 
„actor, © / stands for ‘dra- 
matic author.” Similarly, . 3 
signifies ‘f naval arsenal,” X © 
“ military engineer,” and so on. 

With a view to still further 
economy of space, many words ap- 
pear in a contracted form. It is 
believed, however, that the mean- 
ing of these contractions is in all 
cases obvious, 

The repetition of the word at 
the head of an article is, it should 
be noted, often avoided by the use 
of the initial letter only of that 
word afterwards. 

Dates are expressed by means cf 
figures. Thus, 2/4 1887 stands for 
the second day of the fourth month 
of 1887—that is, for April 2, 1887. 
Where the number of the century 
has been already mentioned or is 
quite obvious, it is not repeated. 
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PREFACE TO THE AMERICAN EDITION. 


A volume of 764 pages wuich shall supply the place 
of cyclopedia and dictionary depends for its success on 
the critical powers of the compiler. Space being so 
scarce, which famous man, which geographical term, 
which word of modern science is most indispensable! 
The labor of choosing and then condensing the informa- 
tion to the lowest point consistent with clearness has 
been very well met by Mr. W. L. Clowes. Suggested 
by the Pocket-Cyclopedia of Dr. Kürschner, this is in 
no sense a translation of that handy little work, the 
needs of Englisumen, Americans, Australians and Cana- 
dians being very different from the needs of those 
Germans for whom Dr. Kirschner wrought. The short 
and simple abbreviations, however, are his. They con- 
sist chiefly of symbols, such as a pen for literary names, a 
mask for the drama, actors and dramatists, crossed 
swords for battle and warriors on sea or land, a comet 
for astronomers or the science of the stars, a cross for 
death, a star for birth. By the use of twenty-nine such 
symbols and by abbreviations readily understood Mr. 
Clowes has packed into the small tome an amount of 
information that will be a surprise. One thinks of 
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battle scenes painted on a square inch of board and of 
the Lord’s Prayer engraved on the pit of a cherry. 
Provided with this pemmican among cyclopedias, the 
farmer who lives at a distance from works of reference, 
the artisan who can not spare time to visit a library, the 
busy man who has neither place nor money for books 
of reference, the yachtsman and the sailor by trade, the 
commercial traveler and pedestrian on his vacation, have 
wherewithal to satisfy the strongest cravings for infor- 
mation. He will find here a brief account of pretty 
much every person and thing he is likely to meet with 
in print; pretty much every historical, geographical or 
scientific term commonly used and liable to come up in 
conversation. With this in his pocket he can satisfy that 
thirst for facts and dates which comes to us unbidden and 
always when the bulky reference book is not at hand ; 
with it he may settle many a dispute, decide many a 
bet. The population of a country or town, the date of 
a President of the United States, the name of a plant 
not too rare to be excluded from the scheme, the origin 
of familiar drugs and spices, the works of a locomotive 
or dynamo machine, American and English printing 
presses, and a thousand other matters which arise every 
day of the week and ask to be remembered, defined, or 
explained, are here neatly bestowed like herrings in a 
cask. The twenty-four plates give very material aid in 
such matters as machines, architecture, geology, bot- 
any, anatomy, astronomy, gunnery and seamanship. 
Quotations from the Latin which are in common use, 
the principal gods of Greek and Roman mythology, and 
such general terms as ‘‘ National Debt,“ Corn Laws, 
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„Free Trade,’ Copperheads and Tories.“ are 
explained with briefness. Names beginning with St“ 
or De not found under D' and “S” should be 
sought under the initial of the main word; thus, 
Madame de Staël” is placed under 8; St. 
Bernard under B.“ It is on the humble plane of 
utility to the people that the compilation by Mr. Clowes 
enters the long line of cyclopædias and dictionaries, his 
manual forming in some sort a primer to the Britannicas 
and American Cyclopedias with which the shelves of 
libraries groan. It is not for Mr. Clowes to repeat with 
Dr. Johnson when bewailing his disappointment at the 
failure to realize his own expectations from the famous 
dictionary: ‘‘ These were the dreams of a poet doomed 
at last to wake a lexicographer!” His task was simple 
and practical and it has been well done.

PREFACE. 


TEIS little book aspires to be a handy and accurate answerer 
of no inconsiderable number of the thousand and one ques- 
tions which arise in the course of every-day life, and which 
have ordinarily to be solved by reference to one or more 
bulky, expensive, and perhaps hardly obtainable volumes. 
It can be carried conveniently even in the pocket, and may 
therefore be consulted at any moment and in circumstances 
which entirely preclude reference to a larger work. 

The compilation of the MINIATURE CYCLOPZDIA was 
suggested by the publication, at Stuttgart, of Dr. Ktirschner’s 
TASCHEN-KONVERSATIONS-LEXIKON, a work the usefulness 
of which is now generally recognised throughout Germany. 
I have also borrowed from Dr. Kiirschner the code of symbols 
by the use of which he was enabled to compress the con- 
tents of a small reference library within the compass of a 
pocket-volume; and I venture to think that this code, 
which is fully explained on the cover, is so simple and so 
appropriate that anyone may master it in less than five 
minutes. The present volume is, however, in no sense of the 
words a translation, or even an adaptation, of Dr. Kiirsch- 
ner’s book, but an entirely independent compilation. 

In consulting it, the following, besides the points mentioned 
in the Key, should be borne in mind:—Names which are 
not found under ‘‘ De” or P'“ should be looked for else- 
where: ¢.g., for De Stael,“ v. Stael; and for D'Estrées, 
v. Estrées.“ German names which contain the double 
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vowels ae, oe, ue, if not found in order, shotld be looked 
for under the equivalents, d, ö, and ü. The official spelling 
of Indian geographical names has, with few exceptions, been 
adhered to. Temperatures, save where otherwise mentioned, 
are given according to Fahrenheit’s scale. 

I am well aware of the book’s shortcomings, The whole 
fund of human knowledge cannot be compressed into 764 
small pages; but if the information which I have given be 
found useful, I shall be satisfied. Errors, of course, there 
must be. No pains have been spared to avoid them: yet some 
have doubtless been overlooked. I shall be much obliged if 
the reader who may detect any such errors will kindly call 
the attention of the Publishers to the fact. l

&c. Year fixed by anct. Egypt. at 
365 days, or 12 months of 30 days, 
the remaining 5 days being added 
at end. Romans took revolutn. of 
moon as their standard, & made 
year = 13 lunar mos., or 355 days, 
adding other days as wanted. In 
time of Julius Cæsar there was nù 
error of 90 days. He made the yi. 
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46 B.c. consist of 455 days, so as to 
clear off the superfluity, & ordained 
year of 365 days with an intercalary 
day every fourth or leap year. He 
began year on Jan. 1 & divd. it into 
12 mos. Solar year is about 11 m. 
10 secs. less than 3651 days: hence 
intercalatn. of 1 day in 4 years was 
too much. In course of centuries, 
error amounted to several days. To 
remedy this, Pope Gregory XIII., 
1582, omitted 11 days, & provided 
that year ending each cent. should 
have 865 instd. of 366 days, save 
when the number of the century is 
divisible by 4, e.g. 1700 = 365 days, 
2000 = 366 days. This was Gre- 
gorian Calendar, & was at once 
adopted in all R. Cath. countries ; 
in Engl. in 1752, when 11 days were 
struck out of mo. of Sept.; Russ. 
alone of Europ. countries still 
adheres to Old (or Julian) Style. 
By Act 24 Geo. II. 1751, the legal 
‘beginning of year was changed in 
Eng. from 25/8 to 1/1.

whole alphabet. In the sounding 
form of this instrument alphabet 
is indicated by the sound alone 
of the striking armature. For 
rapid telegraphing, message is first 

sunched on slip of paper by instr. 
mvtd. by Wheatstone, strip then 
being put into an automatic trans- 
mitter; message is automat. printed 
at other end: in this way a rate of 
60-100 words per minute is reached. 
The Morse Alphabet is now general 
thro’ all systems of teleg., in var. 
forms. In the recorder it is dots 
& dashes; in the Morse sounder 
short & long sounds; in the 
Wheatstone needle strokes to the 
right & to the left, also in the 
Siphon recorder; & in perforated 
messages holes to one side or the 
other of the centre of the strip;

The Symbols which are so freely 
used to save space should first of 
all be carefully examined in con- 
nection with their emblematic or 
otherwise appropriate significance. 
If this be studied they will be 
readily remembered. 


It should be borne in mind that 
they are used as substitutes not 
only for substantives, but also for 
adjectives. Thus, for example, 
while © stands for drama“ or 
“actor,” © / stands for ‘‘dra- — 
matic author.” Similarly, & @ 
signifies “ naval arsenal,“ X # 
military engineer,” and so on. 


With a view to still further 
economy of space, many words ap- 
pear in a contracted form. It is 
believed, however, that the mean- 
ing of these contractions is in all 
cases obvious. 

The repetition of the word at 
the head of an article is, it should 
be noted, often avoided by the use 
of the initial letter only of that 
word afterwards. 

Dates are expressed by means cf 
figures. Thus, 2/4 1887 stands for 
the second day of the fourth month 
of 1887—that is, for April 2, 1887. 
Where the number of the century 
has been already mentioned or is 
quite obvious, it is not repeated. 
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
